‘PLUCK’ 


I talked to a few of them yesterday 
as they were waiting to return to 
save more men, Some had already 


+ crossed the Channef nearly a dozen 


times but they mnde light of the ad- 


They ure not. men wlio have mucn 
to say. . 
Most of their bricf comments were 
about the pluck of the B.EF. 

Onc sald: “When we got there, 
the beach was as crowded as Black- 
poot on a Bank Holiday, Just os we 
hod taken our -full load aboord, and 
‘n bit over, Jerry spotted us ond start- 
ed bombing. 

“But the lads were too pleased to 
be in u boat to worry. They sang 
and shouted defiance at the planes.” 

The skipper of one boat told me 
how he rescued an 2.A.F. man on tha 
way over. = 

He sald: “I saw bim in the water, 
but I did not know whether he was a, 
Jerry..so 1 yelled, ‘Can you speak 
English?’

BOMBED. 


At about 6 o'clock In the evening 
we were being bombed by 18 Dor- 
niers when suddenly four Spitfires 
appeared, They engaged the enemy, 
and within six minutes brought down 
four Dorniers. The others dispersed. 

“One of the Dornlers fell within 
a few yards of our cdlumn. The 
pilot and crew were burned before 
we reach them. But one of the 
machine-guns was Intact. 5 

“My sergeant dismantled it, and 
took about 700 rounds of ammunition 
in drums from the 'plane, 

“We continued on our journcy, and 
eventually camped In a weed for the 
night, where one of the fitters mount- 
ed the ‘German mnchine-gun on a 
sidecar.

“Five men, not far from me, were 
Iknocked out by shrapnel,” he said. 
“The buildings on the quayside were 
blazing, but our men remained calmly 
at thelr positions to the last. 2 

“We had stayed the -night-In the 
sand-dunes and carly in the morning 
we saw four Britlsh soldiers launch 
a folding dinghy, get into it, and row 
of towards England.

British, French, ond Belgian troops 
have been brought back safely to 
this country from Belgium — and 
Northern France in numbers which, 


when_the full story_can_bo told, will, 


surprise: the world. 
The withdrawal has been carried 


out in foce of intense and almost’ 


continuous alr attack, and increasing 
artilicry and machine-gun fire. 

The success of this operation was 
only made possible by the close co- 
operation of the’ Allies and of the 
Services, and by never-flagging de~ 
termination and courage of ail con- 
cerned, 

“It was undertaken on the British 
side-by several flotillas of destroyers 
and a Inrge number of small craft of 
every description. This force was 
rapidly increased, and a total of 222 
British naval vessels and 665 other 
British craft and boats took part in 
the operntion. These figures do not 
include large’ numbers of French 
Naval and merchant shins which 
also played their part. 

Magnificont Spirit 

The rapid assembly of over 600 
small craft of all types was carried 
out by volunteers, ‘These. showed 
magnificent ‘and tireless spirit. . 

‘Through the operation of the Small 
Craft Registration Order the Ad- 
miraltty already had full details of 
all avatlable small vessels, The 
arder for the assembly of these 
versele met with Instantancous res 
ponse, Fishermen, yachtsmen, yacht- 
builders, yacht clubs, river’ boatmen, 
and boat bullding ond hiring -Orms 
manned their craft with volunteer 
crews and rushed them to the as- 
sembly point, although they did not 
then know for what purpose they 
were required.

__In__nddition_to_.almost__incessant 
bombing and machine-gun attacks on 
Dunkiri, the beaches, and the vessels 
operating off them, the port of Dun- 
kirk and the shipping plying to and 
fro were under’ frequent shell fire. 
This ‘yas to some extent checked by 
bombardment of the.enemy artillery 
positions by our Naval forces, Naval 
boinbardment also protected. the 
flanks of the withdrawal. The 
epemy was active with submarines 
and high-speed = motor, torpedo- 
boats, Losses -have been inflicted 
upon both these forces. 

The operation was rendered more 
dificult by shallow water, narrow 
channels, and strong tides. The 
situation was such that one mistake 
in the handling of a ship might have 
blocked a vital channel or that. part 
of the port of Dunkirk which could 
be used. Nor was the weather. en- 
tirely in favour of the operation. On 
two days a fresh north-westerly wind 
raiséd ‘n surf which made work at 
the beaches slow and dificult.

At about 6 o'clock in the evening 
we were being bombed by 16 Dor- 
niers when suddenly four Spitfires 
appeared. They engaged the cnemy, 
and within six minutes brought down 
four Dorniers. The others dispersed. 

“One of the Dorniers fell within 
ra ae yards of our edlumn, The 


we roneh them. But one of the 
machine-guns was intact, 

“My sergeant dismantled it, and 
{ took about 700 rounds of ammunition 
In drums from the plane. 

“We continued on our journey, and 
eventually cnmped in a wood for the! 
night, where one of the fitters mount- 
ed the German machine-gun. on a 
sidecar, 

"Twa days after thls, we were 
bombed at dawn by a Heinkel. We 
had with us a trooper who is a 
Bisley'- shot, Using the German 
machine-gun he brought it down. 

“When about to embark, the enemy 
had been bombing the quayside 
trying to get our small bont alt day, 
Just at dusk the last German ‘plane 
brought down one of our fighters. 

“The British pilot jumped in his 
parachute and was actually in the atr 
when the German 'plane circled low 
ever the sheds where we were shel- 
tering, We got in a burst of mnchine- 
fun fire and brought him down as 
well.”
